Ile was 
descending E ast Cemetery Hill when 
either the brakes failed to hold 
or 
something else occurred which allow­ 
ed the wagon to run forw ard 
and 
against the two horses. 
In a moment they started to run 
full speed down the incline. Mr. New­ 
man exerted all his strength to con 
trol the animals hut the wagon kept 
pushing against them and they ran 
on as fast as possible to get away 
from the wagon. 
It ta probable that nothing serious 
would have happened, for the load 
would have stopped itself a t the foot 
of the incline, but one of the wheels 
broke as the wagon rumbled over the 
rough roadway and Mr Newman was 
thrown from the wagon and imme­ 
diately in front of one of the rear 
wheels. 
So rapidly were the h o r n s gallop­ 
ing th a t he did not have time to roll 
out of the way of the wheel and it 
went 
immediately over the sale ol 
his head, rutting off the upper por­ 
tion of one of his ears, and breaking 
the jaw bone. It is not known whether 
the injury to the shoulder was caused 
in the fall or w hether the wheel went 
over that part of his body also. 
Though so seriously hurt Mr. New­ 
man got up without assistonce. 
He 
was helped to the home of Jam es 
Leister, 
nearby

his wounds 
were washed and first aid given until 
the arrival of Dr. H artm an who im­ 
mediately gave furtlier treatm ent and

The grocers will seek a fairer tre a t­

I ta* reason why tin* dealer 
doe- not endeavor to persuade him to 
try something else "just as good” is 
because there is nothing clue he could 
offer. 
Cork is cheap, and for ages it has 
stood alone in its field of usefulness 
It ii tough and elastic, and its s[>eeitie 
gravity is only 0 LM. Thin, added to the 
fact that it is impervious to water, ac­ 
counts for its use in life preservers. 
The cork oak, which grows principal­ 
ly iii Spain, Portugal. Algeria and 
southern Prance, furnishes tin* supply. 
< lilly the outer bark of the tree is used 
for the commercial product. When the 
tree fins attained a diameter of ap- 
It u xhuately five inches, which usual!' 
it does by the time it is twenty years 
old, the cork, as the lh st stripping of 
bark is calkxl, is removed.
